SENATE. 
W a s h in g to n , Jan. 27. -T h e Senate 
met at noon, the pending question be­ 
ing resolutions to amend the rules by 
providing a method of closing debate. 
Senator Morgan (Ala.) resumed the 
floor and continued his argum ent begun 
on Saturday in opposition to the pro­ 
posed rule and to the elections bill. 
At 1:20 Senator Morgan yielded for a 
motion by Senator Wolcott (Cal.) to 
proceed to the consideration of the ap­ 
portionment bill. 
Senator Dolph (Ore.) 
moved to lay that motion on the table, 
and the motion was rejected amid much 
applause—yeas, 34; nays, 85. 
Sena­ 
tors Cameron, ‘Jones (Nev.), Stewart, 
Teller, Washburn and Wolcott voted 
with the Democrats, and Senator In­ 
galls being paired with Senator San­ 
ders. The vote was then taken on 
Senator Wolcott’s motion to take up the 
apportionment bill, and it was carried 
—yeas. 35; nays, 34. 
There was no distinct outbreak of 
applause at the final success of the 
movement against the elections bill and 
the proposed cloture 
rule, but the 
feeling of jollification was not the 
less great on the Democratic side. 
The 
resolution for the amendment 
of

rules 
having

displaced and relegated to the cal­ 
endar, as the elections bill had pre­ 
viously been, the Senate proceeded to' 
the consideration of the apportionment 
bill.

THE FAIR IN DANGER 


Southern C ongressm en A im B lo w s A t C hi­ 
cago's B ig Show . 


W a s h in g to n . Jan. *27.— The urex- 
pected entanglem ent of th e fate of the 
Chicago world's fair w ith the fate af 
the elections bill has made a good d e ^ 
of an impression on some of those who 
are most zealous in trying to pass 
the bill. 
Southern m em bers say th at 
so 
far the feeling in 
the 
South 
which has led to the refusal of State 
Legislatures to m ake appropriations 
for exhibits at Chicago is due entirely 
to business considerations. 
“ In my 
State,*’ said Representative McMillin, 
of Tennessee, “ we have ju st got our 
finances into such shape th a t we can 
meet the interest on our bonds and pay 
current expenses as they fall due. Now 
if the Legislature should m ake an ap­ 
propriation of 8100,000 or 8200,000 for 
an exhibit at Chicago it would be a 
considerable strain qn the State treas­ 
ury, and naturally the people would only 
consent to it on condition th a t the State 
would derive benefit from the* expendi­ 
ture. 
Our people feel th a t if the force 
bill passes a state of affairs m ust result 
th a t would render vain any attem pt to 
attract capital or im m igration from the 
N orth or from Europe. 
So instead of 
throw ing their money aw ay in an ex­ 
hibit at Chicago they will keep it in 
the treasury.’* 
The unanim ity of the Southern Rep­ 
resentatives finds an echo among the 
Northern men. Representative Bynarn, 
of Indiana, referring to the action of 
the Southern people, said th at he was 
heartily in sym pathy with the South 
in 
the 
m atter, 
and 
would 
if 
a member of the Southern delega­ 
tion vote 
against 
an 
appropriation 
for 
the 
fair. 
Mr. 
Bynum 
said 
further he reflected the sentim ent of 
N orthern Democrats, and th at he up­ 
hold every thing th a t had thus far been 
done. 
The statem ent is made th at 
N orthern Democratic Legislatures will 
soon fall into line 
on 
the ground 
th at if all the States do not participate 
it 
w ill 
not 
be 
possible 
for the 
fair to be a N ational 
success, and 
therefore it would be extravagant and 
unnecessary to appropriate money for 
exhibits. 
Twenty-five Southern men 
voted for Chicago as the place for hold­ 
ing the fair. These are among the Con­ 
gressmen who, in case the elections bill 
passes, will now oppose any appropri­ 
ation for the fair, not only in their State 
Legislatures but in the next Congress. 
I n d ia n a p o lis , Ind., Jan. 27.—A reso­ 
lution has been adopted by the m ajori­ 
ty in the low er House of the Indiana 
General Assembly declaring th at if the 
force elections bill is passed by Con­ 
gress no appropriation will be made for 
an exhibit by Indiana at tile w orld’s 
fair in Chicago. 
N a s h v i l l e , 
Tenn., 
Jan. 
97.—Mr. 
Stroud, who introduced in the Senate a 
few days ago a resolution, which was 
adopted, declaring th at no w orld’s fair 
appropriation would be made until the 
elections bill now pending in Congress 
is finally disposed of, introduced anoth­ 
er resolution Monday. 
The last reso­ 
lution is as follows: 
“Resolved, By the General Assembly of the 
State of Tennessee, that we oall upon Demo­ 
cratic Legislatures In every section of our land 
not only to withhold all appropriations at this 
time to the Columbian exposition to be held at 
Chicago, but in the event of the passage of tho 
elections bill to discourage their people from 
attending said exposition, and we appeal to 
the patriotic members pf both parties to rally 
together for the defeat of such dangerous and 
un-American legislation." 
A lb a n y , N. Y., Jan. 37.—In the As­ 
sembly Monday a resolution was intro­ 
duced providing th at if the elections 
bill is passed by Congress the Legisla­ 
ture of this State shall m ake no appro­ 
priation for, nor take any p art in, the 
world's fair, on the ground th a t the 
passage of the force bill w ill revive sec­ 
tionalism to such an extent th at the 
fair wall not be tho fair of the whole 
country.

"I nm not aware, Col. Lawler.” 
A general court martial was in session 
at Ryan, and for three days had been 
sitting in judgment 011 Lieut. Hearn. It 
was tho first occasion in many a long 
year on which Col. Lawler had ap­ 
peared in the role of judge advocate, 
that complex and contradictory position 
wherein the so called legal adviser of 
the court, having prosecuted in the name 
of the government to the extent of his 
ability, proceeds to demolish his own 
elaborately planned attack. 
It is the 
not infrequent result of such a system 
that the exertions of the prosecution so 
exhaust its representatives that the de­ 
fense is left to its own devices, and in 
the case of Col. Lawler, as has been said, 
ho had always held that when an officer 
was under trial the moral obligation of 
the government was to find him guilty, 
if a possible thing. 
No one on the court could quite under­ 
stand why Lawler had been detailed for 
this duty. 
It was a most unusual thing 
to call upon the officers of the depart­ 
ment of military justice itself to furnish 
the prosecutor; rather was it their prov­ 
ince to remain at the office of the di­ 
vision or department commander, and 
in reviewing the records to sit in judg­ 
ment on the judges. But The Palladium, 
true to Kenyon’s prophecy, was not slow 
in explaining the situation. 
It was a 
case in which the whole people, with it­ 
self as their representative, had de­ 
manded the trial of the officer who dared 
maltreat the man. 
No ordinary occa­ 
sion was this, but one to attract wide 
attention throughout the entire nation 
and be daily reported by the press. Col. 
Lawler saw opportunity for distinction 
hitherto unequaled. 
He asked of his 
general the detail as judge advocate of 
the court, and the general, though sur­ 
prised, saw no way to refuse.

The story of the mules is interesting 
to show how property can bo tied up in 
litigation. Somewhere about 1801 M. 
Capurro was a well to do business man 
of this city, owning a fine team, which 
was engaged in hauling freight to the 
mountains, and a horse and dray, which 
the owner used about the city. Hard 
luck came upon tho pioneer, however, 
and along in I860, when C. C. Rynerson 
was sheriff, an attachment was issued 
against M. Capurro's property, and the 
mulo team and horse and dray wore 
taken in charge by the officer. 
The owner claimed a pair of mules as 
exempt property under a law exempting 
a pair of animals for a teamster, and 
also set up a claim to his horse and dray, 
which were tho means of his livelihood. 
Then commenced a legal fight, and in a 
little while the Stockton man was forced 
nto insolvency under the United States 
awa. 
He finally won in his fight for 
the horse and dray, but the pair of mules 
claimed as exempt for a teamster were 
tied up in litigation which has never 
been settled. 
The sheriff then in office held the ani­ 
mals under a writ of attachment, and 
when he went out of office in 1867 the 
mules were delivered to his successor, 
reeman Mills. Two years later Sheriff 
Mills gave the animals to tho next sher­ 
iff, George C. Castle, and in 1872, when 
Sheriff Cunningham went into office, the 
mules were given over with the books 
and records and property under attach­ 
ment. 
Sheriff Cunningham placed tho mules 
in the charge of R. T. Scott, as the sher­ 
iff’s, and he kept the animala together 
until one died in 1878. Tho other ani­ 
mal is fat and healthy, and promises to 
live to the end of the century, but not to 
the close of th litigation. 
Allowing the sheriff's keeper $3 per 
day, which is the limit fixed by law for 
the pay of keepers, the surviving mulo is 
charged with over $26,280 costs. 
If the 
mule is charged with ranch fees at $2 
per month the bill against the animal 
struggling to outlive tho courts is over 
$575. Adding $144 for ranch fees, charge­ 
able against the one that grew tired of 
the law's delay and died, would make 
the bill for ranching to bo collected out 
jf the only property remaining, the lone 
mule, over $725.—Stockton Independent.

Im p ro v e m en ts In R o w in g T a n k s. 
The big rowing tank at th© Yale gym­ 
nasium has been largely reconstructed 
of late in making changes by th© way of 
experiment for the tank which is to be 
built in the new gymnasium on Elm 
street. Heretofore the water in the 
tank has swept backward in return cur­ 
rents when forced against the end by 
the action of the oar, as the coarse did 
not allow the water to flow about each 
side in a single current. This has been 
a great detriment to tho men in prac­ 
tice, for the currents have been irregu­ 
lar and particularly strong at the stroke 
end. It is believed that by the recent 
improvement) the difficulty has been 
largely overcome, so that the tank in 
the new gymnasium will probably be 
constructed largely on the principle ut 
this tank as it is at present arranged. 
First a false bottom bas been put in 
the tank to make the water shallower 
and lessen its volume, so that there will 
be less resistance to the race and quicker 
strokes can be taken. 
By this false bob 
tom the water is made six inches shal­ 
lower at one end and eight inches shal­ 
lower at the other end, with a gradual 
incline, se as to regulate or counteract 
the currents that aro caused by rowing. 
The curves at the end of the tank have 
been changed, so th at instead of allowing 
the water on each side to separate and 
form two currents there ii only one cur­ 
rent on each side. 
Capt. Perkins, of Harvard, visited tho 
campus for tho purpose of examining tho 
improvements on the tank.

changes will be made at Harvard.—New 
Haven Register.

*' I want to 8ay a word right hero on 
this question cf sewerage,” remarked 
Major St. John last evening after the 
council bad adopted a resolution, pre­ 
sented b / Alderman Vankirk, permit­ 
ting W, H. Tollman and Hamilton Rich­ 
ardson to fonstruct private eewererg 
through a private allay and^Dcdge street 
to Rook river. “ This council ought to 
adopt some plan for a general sewerage 
of the city, and it ought to be adopted at 
ou ce. In the spring a number of prop­ 
erty owners will construct private sew­ 
ers, and the matter of adopting sewerage 
plana should not be delayed longer by 
the common council.” 
“ I understand G. E Wells, of Chica­ 
go, who has bad considerable experience 
rn building sewers, is here for the pur­ 
pose of giving the oeunoil any informa­ 
tion desired id relation to sewer plans/ 
suggested Alderman Thoroughgood. 
Alderman Jackman explained that a 
year ego he and Alderman Baker bad in­ 
vestigated the same subject and bad se­ 
cured sealed proposals from a oouple of 
erglceere. These bids were now in the 
hands of the clerk. He thought it would 
be proper to rafer the matter to a special 
committee of three, to ascertain the oost 
of plans, and report at the next meeting 
of the council. 
Alderman J ack map’s 
id sa took the form of a motion and was 
adopted, and the mayor appointed Al­ 
dermen Jackman, Thoroughgood and 
Vsnkirk as suoh special committee. 
The next resolution of geoeral publio 
intorestwas that introduced by Alder­ 
man Thoroughgood, granting H. A. 
Duty permission to establish an incan­ 
descent electric light plant rachis city. 
The resolution grants Mr. Doty permis­ 
sion to erect poles and string wires in 
the streets provided permiesion is ob­ 
tained from the property owners, the 
council reserving the right to dictate 
where such poles shall Lbe placed and to 
have the esme removed at pleasure. 
Mayor Bt. John suggested that instead 
of granting permiesion to pat up mere 
poles in Main and e Milwaukee streets, 
the council should take some steps for 
the removal of the poles already in those 
streets. 
He did not think it good poll. 
oy to fill the business streets with poles 
aud wires, especially when they could be 
plsoad in the rear cf the buildings. 
Mr. Doty explained that it was the in­ 
tention to place the wires in the alley­ 
ways and at the rear of 
buildings, 
as much as possible. 
He did not think 
it would be necessary to place poles in 
Main or Milwaukee streets. 
An informal discussion followed, there 
appearing to be no opposition to giving 
Mr. Doty the privilege asked. On mo­ 
tion of Alderman Jackman the resolu­ 
tion was referred to the judiciary com­ 
mittee and oily attorney with instruc­ 
tions to carefully examine the same anc 
ascertain it the interests of the city were 
fully protected, and to report the resolu­ 
tion for action at the next meeting. 
Alderman Thoroughgood, of the high­ 
way, street and bridge committee, recom­ 
mended that Monterey biidga be con­ 
demned, and that plaia be secured for 
rebuilding sixty-four feet of the south 
end. 
The report was adopted. 
The routine business of the meeting 
consisted of confirming the appointment 
of John Brown as a special policeman 
without pay until April 15; accepting the 
oily marshal’s report of fees earned dur­ 
ing the year 1890; the auditing of billa 
against the general fund amounting 
§41.53; approving of the report of Al 
deimsn Rowe, of the judiciary commit­ 
tee. showing that the oily raised and ex­ 
pended §5,CCO for ibe payment of boun­ 
ties to volunteers during the late war, 
and that there was no funds from which 
any claim fer bounty could now be paid; 
approving the settlement of the damage 
claim cf John Pratt by the payment of 
§50, and approving the report of the 
highway 
street and bridge committee 
in the opinion that the contractor of Sin­ 
clair street had received ail the compen­ 
sation he was entitled to.

Alderman Thoroughgood Reports That 
The Timbers are Like Cheese. 
All that the Gazette has said about the 
Monterey bridge has been borne out by 
Alderman John Thoroughgood in bis 
report to the common council. 
Alder­ 
man Thoroughgood says: “We find on 
taking bearings ihrough the caps and 
stringers with a three-quarter inch auger, 
that the timbers are absolutely rotten. 
Your committee make report, backed by 
the city engineer aud another praotioal 
bridge builder—who I am not at liberty 
to name—that the sixty-fonr foot span is 
absolutely unsafe and traffic over that 
part should be stopped. The stone piers 
are all in first class condition, and need 
only covering with a new bridge. Your 
committee does not recommend any re~ 
pairs for the reason that it would be a 
waste of money. There is a great ohance 
for accidents, especially to heavy loads 
crossing, and in that case the oost to the 
city may rem it in heavy damages. Yonr 
committee recommends that steps be at 
onoe taken to replace thai part about 
sixty-fonr feet on the south end with 
new bridge and repair the first abutment 
on south end,and that the city engineeT 
prepare plans and specifications for new 
wooden bridge to be paved with cedar 
blocks laid in tar, similar to Milwaukee 
street bridge, and present them to the 
oity oonuoil at as early a da#e es possi­ 
ble.”
